Pursuant  to  Section  94  of  the  Charter,   I  have  prepared  and  transmit  herewith  a  report, 
as  of  July  1,   1971,  of  each  parcel  and  improvement  of  real  property  owned  by  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

Properties  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Commission  are  shown  as  one  holding  and 
do  not  include  dedicated  street  areas.     Values  shown  are  those  carried  on  Port  Com- 
mission inventory.     Areas  under  the  Department  of  Public  Works  do  not  include  dedica- 
ted street  areas  in  the  City  and  County. 

Though  the  Recreation  and  Park  Departments  have  been  merged,  this  report  shows  the 
lands  of  such  former  departments  separately. 

With  the  exception  of  the  BIRTHPLACE  OF  FRAY  JUNIPERO  SERRA  in  the  village  of  Petra 
on  the  Island  of  Mallorca,   Spain,  all  real  properties  owned  by  the  City  are  situated 
in  San  Francisco  or  in  other  counties  in  the  State  of  California,  as  follows:
